for 20O.OOO Tons.

New York, Sept. 23.—According to 
trade reports current in the financial 
district today, a big foreign order for 
copper, aggregating 200.UOO tons, or 
over 4,000,000,000 pounds has been 
placed by foreign interests, chiefly 
British and French, with large pro- 
ducers in this country- 
These in- 
clude the American Smelting and Re- 
fining company, the United Metals 
Selling company, 
which 
represents 
the Amalgamated-Anaconda interests. 
The copper is to be delivered in the 
first six months of 1917. 
This con- 
tract is said to be unprecedented in 
the history of the copper trade. No 
such purchase for delivery has ever 
been made in this length of time and 
monthly delivery of about 7o,000,000 
pounds is in itself equal to the maxi- 
mum tonnage ever exported. 
The. total amount involved in this 
transaction is said to be about $12o.- 
000000. The price to be paid for the 
copper is not disclosed, but it is be- 
lieved to range between twenty-srx 
and twenty-seven cents a pound.

CITIZENS MUST PAY 


FOR EXTENSION OF 


CITY WATER MAINS 


Railroad 
Commission 
Cannot 'Force 


Cities Under General City Char- 


ter Law to Beaj- Cost.

Madison, WJF , Sept. 23.—The rail- 
road commissio.i is powerless to pre- 
vent property owners in any city in 
the state that has elected to come 
under the general city, charter law 
from being forced to bear the entire 
cost of water main extensions, if the 
water utility is owned by the munici- 
pality. This in effect is the Jist of a 
decision handed down yesterday by 
the commission in the case of Joseph 
Denning 
et al vs. 
the 
Janesviile 
Water company. This plant is own- 
ed by the city, having been taken 
over a short time ago. 
At present 
the abutting property owners have 
to pay two-thirds of the cost of all 
main extensions; the cost of the ser- 
vice pipe from the main to the curb, 
and for street boxes and shut-otfs. 
In his complaint Mr. Denning main- 
tained that "it is unjust for a few peo- 
ple to pay for all future water com- 
pany equipment when they are com- 
pelled to pay the same water rate as 
those whose equipment was turnished 
gratis by the old private company. 
The reference here is to the fact that 
the private company paid for all 
main extensions, service pipes and 
shut-oft's and street boxes. 
\t the hearing he said: "When it 
came to voting for it (municipal own- 
ership of the,waterworks) everybody 
wanted it. Immediately-after the city 
took the plant over, the property 
owners were forced to pay for the 
mains and nobody wanted it." 
City 
Attorney Dougherty corroborated his 
statement by saying: "I am afraid 
most municipal plants are subject to 
what Dr. Denning says. 
When -the 
city bought this plant a great many 
people thought, they were going to 
get something for nothing." Mr. Den- 
ning asked that when there are five 
or more consumers In a 
regular 
sized block, the 
company be com- 
pelled to lay mains at its expense. 
The commission holds that it cannot 
compel the city to do this as Section 
925-106, general city charter law, pro- 
vides that when 
the city owns a 
plant the extensions shall be made 
at the-expense of the city or the 
property owners, "as the council'shall

determine. 
Under precedents 
established by 
the commission, it can force the city 
to make extensions and to. pay for 
service pipes, shut-ofts 
and 
street 
boxes, but by this decision it brings 
out the fact that it cannot.say as to 
whether the ' property-owners.-or tho 
city shall pay for main extensions, it 
the city has elected to come under 
the general city charter law. 
Inas- 
much as most cities in the state have 
.elected to come under this act, the 
decision will effect the property-own- 
ers in these cities. In conclusion the 
commission recommends that the city 
pay for installations .of service pipe.

Murdering cougs is a popular sportts a mighty serious business

in America. 
Drus salesman called the other day. 
I don't often entertain the genus, but 
this fellow was paying his- bill.

observed rather facetiously, that he d 
have to start out and sell a couple 
hundred gallons of cough dope to even 
up. ''What is your brand?" we in- 
quired. 
"Hero-morpho comp.—a dash 
of heroin and a little joker of morph. 
and a dozen or two other ingredients 
(on the label)." The man was speak- 
ing frankly, knowing we could never 
do-business. "Do you mean to say 
y-ou sell the doctors gallons of ready- 
made cough syrup doped with heroin 
and morphine " "Sell it? Why, five- 
gallon orders are the usual thing. And 
that. Btuff—say, you could put in your 
eye all the other ingredients than the 
t-wo business-like dopes, but the doc- 
tors do buy it. What they can do 
with it. I don't know. Suppose every^ 
body "who comes on with a cough gets. 
a bottle of the teaser." 
It is true. There are a minority ot 
practicing physicians who are 
un- 
questionably popular and "going night 
and day," who buv and dispense such 
claptrap to their unfortunate patients 
—ready-made cough medicine.

TO REDUCE HIGH 


COST OF LIVING 


By. Nellie Maxwell, Department of 


Farmers' Institutes, University of 
Wisconsin. 
It may seem hard for the frugal, in- 


duatrious housewife on the farm to be- 
liove that 
there 
are 
many farm 


grounds with very poor, if any vege- 
table garden. If the overworked mother 
has to make it and tend it, this may be 
the reason. Most women with enough 
leisure and strength, enjoy working in 
a garden ; but they must have first the 
conveniences in the home 'to lighten 
housekeeping, so that they may have 
the time in the open air which will 
keep them well, happy and interested 
in growing things. 


One grows vegetables of the kind 


that the family enjoys; hut it is well 
to add each year something untried, 
so that the growing boy and girl will 
know and appreciate all kinds of veg- 
etables as they appear in their sea- 
son. 
There are many of us who use up 


so much energy over the seed cata- 
logue that we have none to pull weeds. 
A good garden represents hours of la- 
bor and attention, 
It ie said that 


"mother earth is stepmother to plants 
But 'own mother to weeds"; she looks 
to it that her own children have their 
chance, so it is necessary that the 
successful garden must be well culti- 
vated. 


On many farms the men of the fam- 


ily cultivate the garden as they do 
the corn and potato plots, so the hard- 
est .work is done by the cultivator. 


Every garden should have a straw- 


berry bed large enough to supply the 
table with fresh strawberries as well 
as those needed for the fruit closet. 
The strawberry bed is a good one to 
turn over to the girls of the family, 
and if large enough, will supply them 
with plenty of pin money for the year, 
for strawberries always have a ready 
market. 
. Green peas are also easily grown 
and bring a good price in the mar- 
ket. The boys will probably enjoy the 
corn and potato crops for their allow- 
ance, although there are girls who are 
raising potatoes this year for seed 
and for exhibition at fairs, who are 
planning on making a nice little sum. 
The father and sons do the heavy 
work, being paid out of the proceeds. 


.'Aside from the earning power .of a 


well-planned garden of vegetables and 
small fruits, there is .the economy of 
living as well as the pleasure in hav- 
ing fresh things for the table of one'a. 
own growing and 
served in their

part of'the growing season -seems to 
improve the vitality of the corn. One 
advantage in selecting seed from the 
field is that the seed may be selected 
according to the thriftmess 
of the 
stalk as well as to position of the 
ears on the stalks. 
As one goes into the field for se- 
lecting he should -be equipped with a 
basket or with'a bag slung, over his 
shoulder in such a way as to leave 
his bands free for picking the ears. 
One should follow the rows so as to 
be--sure of covering the field. The 
bags or baskets may he emptied at 
the side of the field and the corn 
gathered when the survey is complete. 
In ordinary years twice as many ears 
should be selected as will be needed 
for planting the next year, but in a 
year like this it. is well to 
select 
much more, for 
with 
the present 
shortage in the crop the prospects are 
that there will be a great demand for 
seed corn for the crop of 1917. 
In choosing the seed ears those at- 
tached to the stalk three or four feet 
from the ground are to be preferred to 
those growing higher or lower. Ears 
growing too low are apt to get onto 
the ground. 
If too high. they may 
bend the stalk over. Husking is more 
difficult 
too with 
ears 
irregularly 
borne on the stalks. Attention should 
be paid to. the shanks also. 
A large shank indicates a large 


cob, 
and 
a 
large 
cob 
is 
likely to have shallow kernels. 
The 
shank should 
be 
strong- -enough to 
hold the 'ear firmly, or it is too easily- 
broken off by anyone-passing through 
the field in harvesting the corn. 
Care should be taken to select ears 
also that are 
true 
to type. One 
shculd be familiar with the variety

should be\ thoroughly wet down so as 
to fill the air spaces to prevent spoil- 
ing. So much moisture is taken from 
the corn ' as the result of the frost 
that considerable water is required to 
secure the .right conditions in the silo.

I in the field, and it should be done 
with great care. It is more work to 
do it this way,' but it is work that 
pays in increased yields. 
The writer studied the records of

Mrs. A. H. Clarke of this city is in

Clarke enlisted as a private and has 
been promoted to the post of ser- 
geant since the troops went soutn. 
The letter follows: 
•'Welniore, Texas, Saturday Evening, 


"De:'r Mother: It has been .a de- 
lightful day for our start to Austin and 
even under the heavy load our com- 
pany is feeling fine. The entire divi- 
sion with the exception of the Wis- 
consin troops are in camp here on 
this plateau. 
It is some sight. B^eiy 
department of the army has its share 
here. 
Fifteen thousand men and over 


2 000 horses and mutes, besides 17p 
auto trucks, are spread around, each 
on his slloted space. The Wisconsin 
boys tcok another road so as to be In 
New Braunfels upon our arrival. They 
are to defend the town against us in 
the largest sham battle ever staged. 
We are each carrying six pounds or 
emergency rations besides our -full 
equipment. All officers except from 
majors up are using little 'pup' tents. 
I have had to build a fire in front of 
my tent to see, but it doesn t help 
much. Each day's rations are issued 
separately and it is some different xo 
what we are used to. We had coffee, 
beans, sow belley and hard tack to- 
night for supper. Very likely 
tuat 
will be our menu on the entire trli/. 
I will write a little each day and mail 
the whole when I get- a chance. Just 
now I'll crawl into the tent and gat 
to sleep, as we will start at sunns.; 


"Sunday p. m., 17th. Whether this 
is Ccical or not, goodness only knows, 
and I dont care much. There isn t 
anythmer in sight to name that I can 
see. On one side of us is a straggly 
patch cf suaar cane and on the otlier 
a scrubby field of cotton 
The camp 
is a mosquito mecca. We hiked six- 
teen and three-fourths miles today 
and our regiment lost well over a 
hundred men. Some simply dropped 
from exhaustion and others were so 
sore footed that they could not con- 
tinue. I am feeling fine except ior 
mv shoulders where The pack straps 
have chafed them a little. Our com- 
pany only lost three men, and after a 
rest they came into 
camp 
feeling 
prettv fair. It rained last night but) 
not enough to soak us up. Several 
rattlers were killed during the night 
and one Fourth regiment man was 
bitten, but walked with his company 
today. He says that except for a 
sVight faintness, perhaps from fnght, 
that it has not bothered him.
